L. M. Ball, a clerk at the Copper, 
Queen smelter,’ was shot in the right 
foot today by a Mexican sentry posted 
west of Agua Prieta. 

According to Ball, while hunting 
battlefield souvenirs, he strayed over 
the line and was ordered by the sen- 
try to go to Agua Prieta as a prisoner. 
Ball leaped the international line and 
refused to obey. whereupon, he al- 
leged, the sentry fired upon him. 

A telephone message received here 
tonight by officials of the Cananea 
Consolidated Copper Company from 
confidential agents in Naco, Sonora, 
seemed to confirm the belief that Gen.

RALLY FOR DEFENSE. 
THE PRESIDENTS SPEECH. 
The President spoke as follows: 


Mr. toastmaster and gentlemen: 1 
warmly felicitate the club upon the 
completion of fifty years of successful 
and interesting life. Club life may be 
made to mean a great deal to those 
who know how to use it. I have no 
doubt that to a great many of you 
has come genuine stimulation in the 
associations of this place, and as the 
years have multiplied you have seen 
more and more the useful ends which 
may be served by of this 
sort. 

But I have not come to speak wholly 
of that, for there are others of your 
members who can speak of the club 
with a knowledge and an intelligence 
which no one can have who has not 
been intimately associated with it. 
Men band themselves together for the 
sake of the association, no doubt, but 
for something greater and deeper 
than that—because they are con- 
scious of common interests lying out- 
side their business occupations; be- 
cause they are members of the same 
community and in frequent inter- 
course find mutual stimulation and a 
real maximum of vitality and power. 
I shall assume that here around the 
dinner table on our memorable occa- 
sion, our talk should properly turn to 
the wide and common interests which 
are most in our thoughts, whether 
they be the interests of the community 
or of the nation. 

DOMESTIC QUESTIONS. 


A year and a half ago our thought 
would have been almost altogether of 
great domestic questions. They are 
many and of vital consequence. We 
must and shall address ourselves to 
their solution with diligence, firmness 
and self-possession, notwithstanding 
we find ourselves in the midst of a 
world disturbed by great disaster and 
ablaze. with terrible war; but our 
thought is now inevitably of new 
things about which formerly we gave 
ourselves little concern. We are think- 
Ing now chiefly of our relations with 
the rest of the world—not our com- 
mercial relations—about those we 
have thought and planned always— 
but about our political relations, our 
duties as an individual and independ- 
ent force in the world to ourselves, 
our neighbors and the world itself. 

OUR PRINCIPLES. 


Our principles are well known. It is 
not necessary to avow them again. 
We believe in political. liberty and 
founded our great government to ob- 
tain it, the liberty of men and of peo- 
ples—of men to choose their own lives 
and of peoples to choose their own 
allegiance. Our ambition, also, all the 
world has knowledge of. It is not 
only to be free and prosperous our- 
selves, but also to be the friend and 
thoughtful partisan of those who ere 
free, or who desire freedom the world 
over. If we have had aggressive pur- 
poses and covetous ambitions, they 
were the fruit of our thoughtless 
youth as a nation and we have put 
them aside. We shall, I confidently be- 
lieve, never again take another foot 
of territory by conquest. We shall 
never in any circumstances seek to 
make an independent people subject 
to our dominion, because we believe, 
we passionately believe, in the right 
of every people to choose their own 
allegiance and de free of masters al- 
together. For ourselves we wish noth- 
ing but the full liberty of self develop- 
ment; and with ourselves in this 
greater matter we associate all the 
peoples of our own hemisphere. We 
wish not only for the United States, 
but for them the fullest freedom of 
independent growth and of action, for 
we know that throughout this hemi- 
sphere the same aspirations are every- 
where being worked out. under di- 
verse conditions, but with the same 
impulse and ultimate object. 

ALL EUROPE EMBATTLED. 


All this is very clear to us, and will, 
I confidently predict, become more 
and more clear to the whole world 
as the great processes of the future 
unfold themselves. It is with a full 
consciousness of such principles and 
such ambitions that we are 
ourselves at the present time 
our duty is with regard to the armed 
force of the nation. Within a year we 
have witnessed what we did not be- 
eve possible, a great European con- 
flict involving many of the greatest 
nations of the world. The influences 
of a great war are everywhere in the 
air. All Europe is embattled. Force 
everywhere speaks out with a loud 
and imperious voice in a titanic struc- 
gle of governments, and from one 
end of our own dear country to the 
other men are asking one another 
what our own force is, how far we 
are prepared to maintain ourselves 
against anv interference with our na- 
tional action or development. 

In no man's mind, I am sure, ts 
there even raised the question of 
wilful use of force on our part against 
any nation or any people. No matter 
what military or naval force the 
United States might develop, states- 
men throughout the whole world 
micht rest assured that we were gath- 
ering that force. pot for attack in 
any quarter, not for aggression of 
any kind, not for the satisfaction of 
any political or international ambi- 
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We have it in mind to be prepared, 
for war, but only for defense; 
with the thought constantly in 


be 


and good will among men. 
become the home and asylum of men 


hospitable borders they have found 
homes and congenial associations and 
freedom and a wide and cordial wel- 
come, and they become part of the 
bone and sinew and spirit of America 
itself. America has been made up 
out of the nations of the world and 
is the friend of the nations of the 
world. 

But we feel justified in preparing 
ourselves to vindicate our right to in- 
dependent and unmolested action by 
making the force that is in us ready 
for assertion. 


THE AMERICAN SPIRIT. 


And we know that we can do this 
in a way that will be itself an illustra- 
tion of the American spirit. In ac- 
cordance with our American traditions 
We want and shall work for only an 
army adequate to the constant and 
legitimate uses of times of interna- 
tional peace. But we do want to feel 
that there is a great body of citizens 
who have received at least the most 
rudimentary and necessary forms of 
military training; that they will be 
ready to form themselves into a fight- 
ing force at the call of the nation 
and that the nation has the munitions 
and supplies with which to equip them 
without delay, should it be necessary 
to call them into action. We wish 
to supply them with the training 
they need and we think we can do 80 
without calling them at any time too 
long away from their actual pur- 
suits, 

It is with this idea, this concep- 
tion in mind that the plans have been 
made which it will be my privilege to 
lay before the Congress at its next 
session. That plan calls for only such 
an increase in the regular army of 
the United States as experience has 
proved to be required for the per- 
formance of the necessary duties of 
the army in the Philippines, in Ha- 
wail, in Porto Rico, upon the borders 
of the United States, at the coast for- 
tifications and at the military posts 
of the interior. For the rest, it calls 
for the training within the next three 
years of a force of 400,000 citizen 
soldiers to be raised in annual con- 
tingents of 133,000, who would be 
asked to enlist for three years with 
the colors and three years on fur- 
lough, but who, during their three 
years of enlistment with the colors 
would not be organized as a stand- 
ing force, but would be expected mere- 
ly to undergo intensive training for 


a very brief period of each year. | 


Their training would take place in 
immediate association with the or- 
ganized units of the regular army. It 
would have no touch of the amateur 
about it, neither would it exact from 
volunteers more than they could give 
in any one year from their civilian 
pursuits. 
THE NATIONAL GUARD. 

And none of this would be done in 
such a way as in the slightest degree 
to supersede or subordinate our pres 
ent serviceable and efficient National 
Guard. On the contrary the National 
Guard itself would be used as part of 
the instrumentality by which train- 
ing would be given the citizens who 
enlisted under the new conditions, and 
I should hope and expect that the legis- 
lation by which all this would be ac- 
complished would put the National 
Guard itself on a better and more 
permanent footing than it bas ever 
been before, giving it not only the 
recognition which it deserves, but a 
more definite support from the na- 
tional government and a more definite 
connection with the military organ- 
ization of the nation. 

What we all wish to accomplish is 
that the forces of the nation should 
indeed be part of the nation and not 
a separate professional force, and the 
chief cost of the system would not be 
in the enlistment or in the training 
of the men, but in the providing of 
ample equipment in case it should be 
necessary to call all forces into the 
field. 

1 THE NAVY. 

Moreover, it has been American 
policy time out of mind to look to 
the navy as the first and chief line 
of defense. The navy of the United 


States is already a very great — * 
efficient force. Not rapidly, but Tickets Not Necessary. Everybody Welcome. 
slowly, with careful attention, our 
naval force has been developed un- 
— 


E 
efficient and notable of the modern 
time. All that is needed in order to 
bring u to a point of extraordinary 
force and efficiency as compared with 
the other navies of the world is that 
we should hasten our pace in the 
policy we have long been pursuing, 
and that chief of all we should have 
a definite policy of development, not 
made from year to year, but looking 
well into the future and planning 
for a definite consummation. We can 
and should profit in all that we do 
by the experience and example that 
have been made obvious to us by the 
military and naval events of the actual 
present. It is not merely a — 
of building battleships and cruisers 
and submarines, but also a matter of 
making sure that we shall have the 
adequate equipment of men and mu- 
nitions and supplies for the vessels we 
build and intend to build. Part of 
our problem is the problem of what 
I may call the mobilization of the re- 
sources of the nation at the proper 
time if it should ever be neces-| 
sary to mobilize them for national de- 
fense. We shall study efficiency and 
adequate equipment as carefully as 
we shall study the number and size 
of our ships, and I believe that the | 
plans already in part made public by 
the Navy Department are plans which | 
the whole nation can approve with 
rational enthusiasm. 

No thoughtful man feels any panic 
haste in this matter. The country is 
not threatened from any quarter. She 
stands in friendly relations with all 
the world. Her resources are known 
and her self-respect and her capacity 
to care for her own citizens and her 
own rights. There is no fear among 
us. Under the new world conditions 
we have become thoughtful of the 
things which all reasonable men con- 
sider necessary for security and self- 
defense on the part of every nation 
—2* — the great enterprise 
0 uman liberty and inde dence. 
That is all. a: 

Is the plan we propose sane and 
reasonable and suited to the needs of 
the hour? Does it not conform to the 
ancient traditions of America? Has 
any better plan been proposed than 
this programme that we now Place 
before the country?

ASKS COUNTRY’S SUPPORT. 
In the fulfillment of the programme 
I propose I Shall ask for the hearty 
support of the country, of the rank 
and file of America, of men of all 
shades of political opinion. For my 
position in this important matter is 
different from that of the private in- 
dividual who is free to speak his own 
thoughts and to risk his own opinions 
in this matter. We are here dealing 
with things that are vital to the life 
of America itself. In doing this I 
have tried to purge my heart of all 
personal and selfish motives. For the 
time being I speak as the trustee and 
guardian of a nation’s rights, charged 
with the duty of speaking for that 
nation in matters involving her sov- 
ereignty, a nation too big and gen- 
erous to be exacting and yet coura- 
geous enough to defend its rights and 
the liberties of its people whenever 
assailed or invaded. I would not feel 
that I was discharging the solemn 
obligation I owe the country were 1 
not to speak in terms of the deepest 
solemnity of the urgency and neces- 
sity of preparing ourselves to guard 
and protect the rights and privileges 
of our people, our sacred heritage of 
the fathers who struggled to make us 
an independent nation. 
ANTI-AMERICAN VOICES. 


The only thing within our own 
borders that has given us grave con- 
cern in recent months has been that 
voices have been raised in America 
professing to be the voices of Ameri- 
cans which were not indeed and in 
truth American, but which spoke 


alien sympathies, which came from 
men who loved other countries 
better than they loved America.

N ANSWER to the demand of Su- 
perintendent of Schools Francis 
that an immediate investigation

He explained 
his demand for an immediate report 
by stating he had been handicapped 
in his work while resting under the 
slightest suspicion, although at first 
the Grievance Committee had not 
considered the peurile charges suffi- 
cient to warrant the investigation. 
During the regime of the old Board 
of Education last year, the Municipal 
‘League, alded and abetted by three 


members, succeeded in making mat- 
ters exceedingly unpleasant for a 
short time, until the majority of the 
board squashed the unfounded charges 
against Mr. Francis. But the unrest 
continued, and during September. of 
last year “The Municipal League” and 
the minority party of the board held 
an investigation“ on its own hook. 
Mr. Francis, upon advice of counsel, 
absented himself from this investiga- 
tion, making it strictly “ex P 
Defeated at all points, the minority 
of the old board endeavored to stop 
the Superintendent's salary.

AGREE ON 


ARD labor will be the lot of any 
H hobo caught in any one of the 

seven counties of Southern 
Attorneys and other officials of these 
counties, meeting yesterday with the 
Los Angeles city and county officials 
adopted the plan of putting every 
vagrant captured to work on the rock 
piles, roads and other places requir- 
ing great physica] effort. 
County Counsel Hill, after confer- 
ing with the District Attorneys of Riv- 
erside, San Bernardino, Orange and 
San Diego counties, ruled that it 
would be illegal to pool funds and 
establish a great cordon of guards 
around Southern California to keep 
undesirable visitors out.

Each County Board of Supervisors is 
now asked to establish a trap for 
vagrants at points on the county line 
where the influx of hobos is heaviest.

The law of the flames, which is that 
one person shall be injured to every 
$40,000 damage, was fulfilled yester- 
day in the gutting of the Douglas 
Building, Third and Spring streets, 
early yesterday morning. The total 
damage is estimated by adjusters and 
owners at $400,000. Ten men were 
injured in the fire, none fatally. 
The origin of the fire was in the en- 
gine-room of the building pear a door 
opening on the alley which runs 
north from Third street. It is sup- 
to have had its start in a quan- 
tity of oll leaking from a truck into 
the engine-room, where the boilers 
lent ignition. . 

With a roar that awakened and 
startled the downtown district, the 
flames surged up the light well, 
crowding to the fourth floor, where 
they blasted the roof, and crowded 
out, making a beacon of disaster that 
could be seen from all parts of the 
city. Four hours after the first alarm, 
the word was given that the fire was 
under control, but offices had been rav- 
aged, storerooms swept of their stocks, 
and basements containing costly appa- 
ratus had been flooded. 

In 1906, there was a similar fire. 
It had started in the same location, 
and had swept with the same blight- 
ing rapidity to the crown of the build- 
ing. The cindered pathway had been 
rebullt, and the fire of yesterday found 
easy footing along the old trail. 

The exact damage will not be 
known for several days, until exami- 
nations and inventories are made.

which experience has demonstrated 
must be applied to any individual or 
corporation serving the general public. 

“The business of the applicant is 
that of a common carrier subject to 
the same obligation to the public as 
any other common carrier. Nor is it 
unreasonable to require them to main- 
tain the service during prescribed 
hours. They are engaged in a public 
service that the Legislature may al- 
ways regulate.” 

The court takes up seriatim the ob- 
jections urged in behalf of Lee, and 
disposes of them along the line of the 
argument that as common carriers 
the drivers of the auto bus are sub- 
ject to the same regulation that other 
common carriers must subject them- 
selves to. The business is hazardous 
to the general public, and their inter- 
The ordi- 
nance objected to is within the police 
power of the city of San Diego, the 
opinion holds. 

The court says the right to solicit 
passengers and convey them for hire 
from one part of the city toeanother, 
as Lee did, is a privilege which he 
cannot exercise as a right, but its law- 
ful existence must depend upon a 
grant whose character will not be 
changed by calling it a franchise or a 
license. 

The police power is not subject to 
any definite limitation, but is co-ex- 
tensive with the necessities of the 
case and the safeguard of the public 
interest. It may be said in a general 
way, declares the court, that the po- 
lice power extends to all the needs of 
the public. 

Another vital principle, says the 
court, is that except as restrained by 
its own fundamental law or by the su- 
preme law of the land, a State pas- 
sesses all legislative power consistent 
with its representative form of gov- 
ernment, and may by legislation pro- 
vide for the common good, as involved 
in the well-being, happiness and pros. 
perity of the people. Rights of prop- 
erty, like all other social and conven- 
tional rights, are subject to such rea- 
sonable limitations and reasonable re- 
strictions as the situation admits. . 

The writ was discharged and the 
prisoner remanded.

ENSORING CABLEGRAMS. 
The British government takes the po- 
sition that it is entirely within itg legal 
rights in stopping all telegrams over the 
cables which it controls, whereupon Secre- 
tary Lansing recommends that messages 
from this country to Furope, especially 
those to Germany, The Netherlands, and the 
Scandinavian countries be sent by wireless 
instead of by the cable. Governments may 
dominate the land and the water; they may 
stop messages by land and cut or contro! 
cables; but the air is free. | 


DMINISTRATIVE IMPRISONMENT. 

In Germany obnoxious or suspected 
persons may be arrested and, without trial, 
be sentenced to “militarieche Schutzhaft.“ 
or what is known in Russia as “adminis- 
trative imprisonment.” It means that the 
authorities are under no obligation to prove 
the guilt of people thus arrested or to limit 
the term of imprisonment.

STARVING WORDD. 

Now comes the plea for the starving 
Syrians. The American Relief Committee 
fis appealing for funds to feed 25,000 Syr- 
fang in Persia, all of whom are declared 
destitute, bomeless, hungry, innocent suf. 
ferers from the war, who must perish if we 
do not ald them. 

Uncle Sam has certainly been called upon 
to play the Lord Bountiful during the last 
fifteen months. The starving Belgians, the 


starving Poles, the starving Mexicans, the 


wretched Servians, the Red Cross, the 
Christmas ships, the massacred Armenians, 
all of them crying out loudly for help, 
chiefly money. 

If we are accused of making money out 
of this war, we almost deserve to do it. 
Probably no nation in all history has been 
called upon to stretch its charity so far 
and wide and deep as have we. And it 
would appear to be a boundless ocean of 
charity; none go away empty-banded; 
every fresh call upon us is made with su- 
preme confidence that we shal! not fail, 
and we don't. 

Charity covers a multitude of sins. Yet 
if Harry Carr has read the nations aricht, 
we are hated equally in Germany and Eng- 
land. Our charity wins us few friends: 
even the benefited sufferers only groan that 
our alleviation of their woes goes no fur- 
ther. True, we have received some out 
ward signs of gratitude, some fulsome 
praises for our efforts, but these are nearly 
always coupled with a plea for more, a re- 
iterated trust in our boundless generosity.

There was still left to American ships, 
whether “railroad owned” or not, the great 
and growing commerce of the Orient.

Congress the “Shipping Bill” which, among 
| other drastic provisions, contained a stip-

| poses to suspend by. executive order) that 
75 per cent. of the crew in all departments 
of any American vessel, must be able to 
understand any order given by the officers. 
This prevented the employment of Asiatic 
crews, but did not affect Japanese vessels 
on which Japanese officers and crews 
speak the same language, and the crews 
receive wages far less than those of Amert- 
can or Buropean sailors. The inevitable 
effect of this law was to cause the Pacific 
| Mail Steamship Company to sell its fleet 
| to an eastern corporation and the Dollar 
Une to return its ships to British registra- 
tion and change its Pacific terminus to 
| Vancouver, and the Japanese fleet to be 
increased in number and facilities for com- 
manding the carrying trade with the Orient. 
| Congress inserted in the Panama Canal 
Act of 1912 a clause authorizing the ad- 
mission to American registration of foreign 
built vessels under five years of age and 
granting the free entry of materials used 
in the construction and equipment of ships. 
Great expectations were entertained of a 
revival of our ocean shipping under this 
law, but before cafitalists could avail 
themselves of the privilege the Puropean 
war had created new and unprecedented 
conditions. 

Up to February 27, 1915, says the Trade 
Council, “there had been transferred to the 
American flag 133 foreign-built vessels of 
475,524 gross tons. Since that time, the 
transfers have been only twenty-eight ves- 
| sels of 88,754 gross tons. The abnormal 
conditions of war have for the time being 
offset the greater cost of operation of 
American vessels, but shipping interests 
are indisposed to purchase foreign-built 
ships and transfer them to American reg- 
ister, subject to the restrictions of the 
Seamen's Act, which, if continued in its 
present form, will place them at a disad-

The present war found Britain almost as 
unprepared, comparatively speaking. Ob- 
sessed with the conviction that somehow or 
other England could “blunder through” as 
in the past, the British refused to make 
ready in time of peace to defend their heri- 
tage against a rival whose interests were 
bound to clash with theirs and whose prep- 
arations were unmistakable. Lord Roberts's 
reiterated warnings fell upon deaf ears, 
and, when war came, Lord Kitchener, their 
greatest military organizer, was summoned 
to save them from their own military 
shortsightedness. 

In one respect the tasks of McCielian 
and Kitchener are notably dissimilar. Luck- 
fly for the former, the Confederacy was no 
more prepared than was the Union. As a 
matter of fact, the opposing forces learned 
the trade of the soldier by fighting and de- 
veloped at about the same rate. Kitchener, 
on the contrary, was confronted at the very 
outset by an adversary whose gigantic and 
thorough preparation has never been 
equalled. In other respects their tasks are 
strikingly alike. The Union in 1861 and 
England in 1914 were extraordinarily un- 
ready. Both were immediately plunged in- 
to dire straits—one by the demoralization 
resulting from the first battle of Bull Run, 
the other by the havoc in the ranks of the 
first British expeditionary force wrought 
by the German onslaught until it was 
checked on the Marne. Forgetful of the 
causes which had produced McDowell's dis- 
aster, the North clamored for hasty action 
by McClellan, but he declined to budge un- 
til he considered that his troops had been 
sufficiently trained to undertake active op- 
erztions with a fair assurance of success. 

Kitchener was equally obdurate, and sub- 
sequent events have abundantly justified 
his refusal to permit British territorials to 
participate in Churchills madcap expedi- 
tion to Antwerp or to be sent to join Joffre 
until they had received proper schooling. 
At the end of one year so great was the dis- 
satisfaction against McClellan that he was 
superseded, while Kitchener had not been 
the head of the War Office twelve months 
before an outcry was raised against his al- 
leged failure and such pressure brought to 
bear against him that he may yet be forced 
to resign. While the characters of the men 
are diametrically opposite—for Kitchener 
would never hesitate to be the first to 
cross a bridge designea by himself and 
McClellan never staked his dice on such a 
risk Paardeberg—both effected a mil 
tary ization without which the gen- 
erals in the field could have accomplished 
nothing. Both were expected to be magi- 
cians, to achieve results which nothing but 
long years of thorough preparation can 
bring about. and both have been roundly 
censured for their failure to “accomplish 
the impossible.” That the tasks imposed 
upon them by sloth of their respective na- 
tions were too great is manifest from the 
fact that in 1863 the North was compelled 
to resort to the draft, and that there is 
every indication at present that England 
wil have no alternative save to exact com-

In 
each and every case the borrower has 
recourse to an attorney. If the at- 
torney can prove the palm died with- 
out the slightest knowledge or ne«- 
lect on the part of the borrower there 
is a smal] chance no fine will be im- 
posed. 

It was agreed that Supervisor Nor- 
ton and Deputy Counsel Murphey be 
given full power to act in the dis- 
posal and that the only cost to the 
borrower of a palm shall be that for 
hauling it away—and that will be 

lenty. 

2 About 300 palms are still in the 
nursery, never having been placed on 
the streets and these will go to the 
adornment of the County Hospital 
grounds and drives in several parks.

We have been at all times 
actuated by a desire to determine 
whether or not, upon the evidence 
submitted, under all the circum- 
stances, it is wise that there should 
be a further consideration and a pub- 
lic hearing of these charges, and your 
committee has come to the following 
conclusions, and so makes this report.” 
BOARD CAN HANDLE IT. 
Then follows a detailed account of 
the charges, including reference to 
“The Owls.” that supposedly politi- 
cal organization. Also, of the accusa- 
tions against Mr. Francis that he de- 
voted his time to the high schools to 
the detriment’ of the elementary 
schools. Another complaint was that 
Supt. Francis had lost the confidence 
and respect of his subordinates and 
was “temperamentally unfit” to be a 
superintendent. The réport refers to 
this charge as follows: 
“Of course, this Is a very important 
matter, if true. In the nature of 
things the proof of such a charge 
would be most difficult. Testimony of 
witnesses would, of a certainty, be lit- 
tle more than an expression of opin- 
ion, and affected by personal likes and 
dislikes. It is to be remembered that 
the incumbent was elected for a term 
of four years, which does not expire 
until 1918. So long as he occupies 
the position it is the duty of all con- 
nected with the department to recog- 
nize him as the Superintendent. It 
is the office to which this respect is 
due. The present Board of Educa- 
tion hopes, with the aid of those em- 
ployed in the department, to solve all 
problems coming to it, and to control 
the situation. There are nearly 3000 
teachers in our public schools. Some 
friction and dissatisfaction is almost 
sure to occur, but we think it may 
confidently be hoped that no lack of 
harmony will exist between the Su- 
perintendent’s office and the teaching 
force which will seriously affect the 
educational work. If perchance in- 
harmony or discord should arise which 
would seriously interfere with the wel- 
fare of the schools, we see no reason 
to doubt that the Board of Education 
can handle the matter effectively. And 
in this we feel sure of the co-opera- 
tive effort of the Superintendent, his 
immediate assistants and subordi- 
nates.” 
At this point the details stop and 
the arraignment of the Municipal 
League and its backers commences. 
The report states that: 
NOTHING TO INVESTIGATE, 


“This committee feels that Investi- 
gations of public boards or offictals 
are fraught with risk, and usually re- 
sult in more harm than benefit. Of 
course investigations are sometimes 
required, and when the necessity is 
apparent there should be no hesita- 
tion. But in the present instance we 
feel that any public hearing in the 
nature of an investigation of the mat-‘ 
ters charged against the Supertntend- 
ent is inadvisable and that the en- 
dence submitted does not show it to 
be required for the proper conduct 
of the schools. It would surely re- 
sult in much discontent and unrest. 
Faults there may be (and it would be 
strange indeed if they do not exist.) 
but the fact remains that Los Angeles 
has a splendid school system. We 
fee) that what is needed most of all, 
for the good of the schools, is quiet 
and harmony, and not more discord, 
which latter would certainly be en- 
gendered and fostered by such inves- 
tigation. 

“It is the declared purpose of the 
present Board of Education to have 
a thorough survey made of the 
scholastic department by persons 
whose standing in the educational 
world is without question, and who 
will be selected in a manner designed 
to avoid any just charge of bias, prej- 
udice or favoritism.
